In reply to the Office Action mailed November 8, 2002, please amend this application 
as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Please replace paragraphs [0030] and [0032] with the following: 

[0030] It is preferable for the inlet 202 to be positioned as far as possible from the engine 
100 and exhaust system 24, such that the coolest air possible may be allowed to enter the inlet 
202. For this reason, and to prevent the intake of snow, an inlet opening 211 (shown in 
Figure 4) may be located within an upper portion 28 of the snowmobile 10 (shown in Figures 
1 and 4) proximate the steering control assembly 20. It is contemplated that for the 
embodiment illustrated in Figure 3, the inlet 202 of the air box 200 may communicate with 
the inlet opening 211 with a heat-shielded duct or conduit shown in Figure 4 at 213. The 
shielded duct 213 allows cool atmospheric air to travel from the vent structure to the inlet 202
